WASHINGTON, April 27— President Roosevelt said to­ 
day that during the war “no American citizen ought to have 
a net income, after he has paid his taxes, of more than $25,- 
000 a year 
in proposing to cogross ti seven-point program 
designed to combat the upward spiral in living costs. 
The president proposed stabilization of wages and sal­ 
aries of individuals, saying “I believe that stabilizing tho 
cost of living will mean that wages in general can and should 
be kept tit existing levels” and asked repeal of the provisions 
; of the price-fixing law which allow farm commodities to rise 
HO per cent of parity. 
(Parity is the price designed to give 
the farmer ti return, based on individual purchases, enjoyed 
in a 1909-14 base period.) 
Mr. Roosevelt also declared it was “indispensible that 
those who enjoy large incomes from state and local securi­ 
ties should be immune from taxation while we tire at war” 
and urged that state, municipal and similar bonds “be sub- 
: ject at least to surtaxes.” 
Flatly opposing suspension of the 40-hour Workweek 
pay envelopes would be reduced.” 
“Most workers in munitions industries are working far 
more than 40 hours a week, and should continue to he paid 
at time and a hall for overtime. 
Otherwise, their weekly 
pay nyelopes would be reducd.” 
Mr. Roosevelt reported (hat “all*strikes are at a mini­ 
mum.” 
The President will discuss the program for the nation 
in a radio address tomorrow night, Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Barkley said after si W hite House conference.

Despite talk of invasion, it is hard to believe that I 
invasion is imminent So the raids are not a prelude 
to an attem pt to reverse Dunkirk. 
In view of their own experience with air raids— j 
an experience so shattering that only now can they 
claim to have matched German damage to their own < 
cities—it is impossible to think the British hope to 
prove they can win the war with serial raiding. That 
theory, widely held at the outset of the war, has been 
generally abandoned Airplanes are one of the imple­ 
ments of war; they are riot the beginning, the middle 
and the end of the war 
Officially, of course, the British are helping the , 
Russians. By attacking industrial areas, concentra­ 
tions of material and 
operational 
bases, 
they are 
weakening Germany behind th at painfully long and j 
painfully busy eastern front. They are proving to the j 
Russians that as an ally they are capable of inflict­ 
ing heavy damage. They are holding up their end In 
the war. 
What they have been able to do, at relatively low 1 
cost In planes and men, according to their communi­ 
ques, has encouraged their well wishers.
